The necessity for competent legal advice is im- 
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sonal problem. There is firm in- 
sistence that “the straw be div- 
ided fairly.” There is constant 
pressure on the proposition that 
the desired end can be accomp- 
lished without hurting me—at 
least without hurting me _ too 
much. It is asserted that the 
problem at hand can be solved 
in some other manner. The 
democratic process requires that 
those complaints and proposals 
be heard and an equitable solu- 
tion reached. 

An experienced and wise ad- 
ministrator does not sit down in 
a vacuum in Washington and 
order a manpower program to 
suit his own fancy. He patiently 
deals with the conflicting inter- 
ests involved and pays consider- 
able attention to public and pri- 
vate pressures. If he survives, he 
comes out with a program that 
lis not too far off center. The 
governmental formulation of a 
program in a real democracy is 
always a muddle. It makes no 
difference whether the program 
is thrashed out in Congress or 
in an administrative agency. 
That is particularly true if we 
start from scratch as we do in 
| the control of manpower. The 
issue really is, should the mud- 


dle precede or follow govern- 
mental action? 
For reasons which everyone 


knows we were not prepared for 
war, to say nothing of total war. 


The result is that we must do 
under the pressure of a great 
emergency what might more 


easily have been done earlier. In 
the absence of complete plan- 
ning and an entirely adequate 
organization and personnel it is 
impossible to do everything at 
once. One confronted with that 
situation takes care of the most 
obvious and pressing needs as 
they arise. The difficulty is not 


in authoritative voice in the 
formulation of the policies and 
programs of the Commission, 
and it gives to the Chairman the 
benefit of their judgments. This 
cOmmittee has met at least once 
a week for a period of at least 
one day and has considered mat- 
ters referred to it and also has 
initiated the consideration of a 
number of items. It is a real 
tribute to the men serving on 
the committee and to the demo- 
cratic process that in all in- 
stances the committee has un- 
animously agreed on all action 
taken and that its recommend- 
ations have all been accepted by 
the Chairman. 


Considerable time has thus 
been spent in the discussion and 
formulation of basic manpower 
policies and programs. Anyone 
familiar with the © situation 
would agree that it was time 
well spent. Not only is the ex- 
perience and knowledge of this 
group invaluable but its action 
assures the acceptance of man- 
power programs by those most 
immediately concerned. The 
War Manpower Commission 
not justifiably subject to the 
criticism that it operates in a 
bureaucratic manner.

The fact is that an 
administrative agency in a great 
many instances functions in a 
legislative capacity. The demo- 
cratic process requires that the 
formulation of the policies and 
programs of such an agency of- 
fer an opportunity to interested 
groups to defend their interests 
and to participate in the final 
decision. I predict that on this 
score the practices developed by 
the Chairman of the War Man- 
power Committion will receive

The time of the Commission 
has not all been spent in plan- 
ning. Basic policies have been 
formulated and programs devel- 
oped. So far the manpower 
needs of the production program 
have been filled. The United 
States Employment Service, 
which is a part of the War Man- 
power Commission, placed sev- 
en and one-half million people 
in employment last year. Start- 
ing from scratch the Commis- 
sion has perfected a nation-wide 
organization. 

In the only field in which the 
Chairman has complete direct 
power action was taken some 
time ago regulating the matter 
of turnover, pirating, and a pro- 
tection of seniority rights of 
Federal employees in the Exec- 
utive Department of the Gov- 





ernment. Among other things, it 
|has been provided that Federal 
| employees may be released to 
| enter essential industry, if the 
|transfer is in the best interest 
of the war effort, without pre- 
judice to his reemployment 
| rights in the Government. 

| Insofar as private employ- 
;ment is concerned, the Chair- 
j|man has accepted the funda- 
jmental proposition that the 
|manpower problem is the sum 
|total of a large number of local 
|problems and that any effective 
|solution of the national prob- 
lem must be worked out on the 
local level and must be such as 
will receive the support and co- 
operation of those sought to be 
regulated. The regional direct- 
ors, therefore, have been in- 
structed to call together, in those
